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Minor Reform 


Kids are staying out of trouble, even if S.F. cops aren't.

San Francisco’s law enforce- 
ment agencies are under intense scrutiny 
for mishaps of Homeric proportions. The 
Sheriff’s Department is alleged to have 
turned the county jail into a gladiator-style 
fight club, with deputies training and bet- 
ting on brawling inmates. The Police De- 
partment can’t seem to get away from 
scandal: Since December, its credibility has 
unraveled as the FBI investigated racist 
and homophobic text messages exchanged 
among 13 cops. Just in the last month, 
two officers were sentenced to federal 
prison on corruption charges and the DNA 
lab was revealed to have allegedly 
blundered more than 1,000 criminal cases. 

Aside from last month’s request by 
Juvenile Hall counselors to carry pepper 
spray, to which the department head 
quickly said “no,” the San Francisco law 
enforcement’s youth counterpart has 
managed to keep its name out of the 
nonstop media clusterfuck. 

In fact, the Juvenile Probation De- 
partment appears to be shaping up to be 
a reputable operation. 

Juvenile Hall is growing emptier 
compared to seven years ago. In 2008, 
the department detained 1,939 youth 
-- and every year since then, the number 
of kids booked into jail has dropped. 
There were 1,585 booked in 2009; 1,353 
in 2010; 1,146 in 2011; 938 in 2012; 
856 in 2013; and 746 last year, accord- 
ing to jail records. 

Perhaps this dramatic decline in 
youth incarceration rates is linked to 
families fleeing San Francisco. During 
the same time period, fifth-to-12th- 
grade students enrolled in San Francisco 
Unified School District schools dropped 
by about 4,000. (The ages of those kids, 


11 to 18 years olds, correlate with those 
in Juvenile Hall.) 

While Chief Probation Officer Allen 
Nance couldn't point to one defining 
factor that caused the declining Juve- 
nile Hall population, he noted that the 
welcome shift might be due to new poli- 
cy changes and shifting demographics. 

“A lot of our young people who 
would otherwise be consumers of crim- 
inal justice resources are moving to oth- 
er parts of the Bay Area,” Nance said. 

Black and Latino youths make up 
a large majority of the youths booked

into Juvenile Hall, department data 
shows. Of the 379 youths detained for 
criminal offenses last year, 224 of them 
were African-American and 90 were 
Hispanic. 

Maria Su, executive director for 
the Department of Children, Youth 
and their Families, acknowledged that 
“family flight” from San Francisco 
is a trend she’s observed in recent 
years, but believes the drop in youth 
incarceration has more to do with new 
partnerships among law enforcement, 
nonprofits, and city departments.

“The system as a whole is contribut- 
ing to [the decrease],” she said. “We are 
now working much better together.” 

Alongside truancy prevention work, 
her department is a part of the the 
Community Assessment and Referral 
Center which has become a landing 
place for kids arrested for noncriminal 
offenses. There, they get life-counseling 
and life-building skills meant to steer 
them away from trouble. 

“We can't arrest our way out of the 
situation,” Su said. 

That applies to local cops, too. 


Firewater 


San Francisco fire crews 
can legally drink beers on 
the job. 


San Francisco firefighters 
are some of the city’s best-paid 
public employees. In addition to 
good salaries, benefits, and the 
public’s high esteem, city firefight- 
ers also enjoy the ability to drink 
on the job — legally. 

The SFFD has a “zero tol- 
erance” policy for consuming 
alcohol while working. But since 
the threshold for suspension 
is a 0.04 percent blood alcohol 
content, zero tolerance would 
allow a 200-pound man to drink 
up to three beers in an hour 
and be fit for duty, according to 
Moderation.org. And that’s only 
if the firefighter is tested. Fire- 
fighters are subjected to random 
alcohol testing, but only during 
an inspector’s shift, which runs 
7 a.m. to 3 p.m. Monday through 
Friday. In other words, the sauce 
could start flowing at 3:01 p.m. 
and nobody would really know. 

District Attorney George 
Gascon, who unsuccessfully tried 
to prosecute a legally intoxicated 
former firefighter whose rig hit a 
motorcyclist in 2013, pointed all 
this out in a letter to Fire Chief 
Joanne Hayes-White last year. 
Hayes-White never offered a re- 
sponse. But The Chronicle ran an 
op-ed demanding that zero-tol- 
erance mean zero. Don’t expect a 
sudden change, however: The de- 
partment’s alcohol testing policy 
hasn’t been updated since 2011, 
and any shift will likely result 
in a long drawn-out battle with 
the firefighters’ union (which 
incidentally has been pushing 
for Hayes-White to resign for 
months for unrelated reasons). 

Expect all this to resurface in 
court, where the injured motor- 
cyclist is suing the department 
and the city. Chris Roberts 








Power Pak 


Could new housing help 
Chinatown group mobilize 
political power? 


Calling Rose Pak a Chinatown 
powerbroker is a tired San Francisco cli- 
che. People in and out of City Hall know 
the Chinatown Community Develop- 
ment Center and its high-profile associ- 


Not so much as of late -- Pak has been out 
of favor with Mayor Ed Lee, who prefers 
his new tech allies (including angel inves- 
tor Ron Conway). 

That’s not to say you should write- 








ate, Pak, as powerful political kingmakers. 


off Pak or the Chinatown Center just 
yet. Because their political power might 
regain momentum soon. 

In a little-talked about deal, the fed- 
eral Housing Authority is planning to 
hand over its public housing operations 
to local nonprofits. That’s not surpris- 
ing, considering the Housing Authority 
was officially labeled “troubled” by the 
federal Department of Housing and 
Urban Development, the Examiner 
wrote after the deal was announced. 

One of the nonprofits charged 
with taking over the housing units is 
the CCDC, which already manages or 
owns 2,088 units within 25 properties 
throughout San Francisco. The feds will 
transfer management of more than 500 


units to the CCDC starting in October 
and will continue well into July, 2016. 

The CCDC’s reach will grow to more 
than 2,500 units, and this will translate 
to increased political power. 

This is how: The CCDC’s (and Pak’s) 
strength rests in people power. This 
power will become magnified with a 
captive audience living in homes they 
manage. All they have to do is send 
some people to knock on doors, and 
they’ve got themselves the beginnings 
of a political movement. 

“Yes, they knock on doors to start 
with,” Amy Beinart, the Rental Assis- 
tance Demonstration strategies coor- 
dinator with the CCDC told SF Weekly. 
“They engage with people individually, 


encourage them to come to meetings, 
do surveys and one-on-one discus- 
sions. We engage with the existing 
tenant associations, where there are 
a lot of people already in positions of 
leadership and have acted as leaders.” 
This is exactly how the CCDC helped 
Supervisor Jane Kim win her first elec- 
tion to the Board of Supervisors, and 
how Pak mobilized Chinatown to sup- 
port Mayor Lee in his first mayoral bid. 
But it’s not just about benefiting the 
people at City Hall. It’s also about pro- 
tecting vulnerable Chinatown tenants. 
The CCDC has long fought for 
tenants’ rights, recently championing 
the cause of the residents of Emery 
Lane, a single room occupancy hotel 


taken over by big-time developers. The 
deep-pocketed developers used every 
shady trick in the book to try to oust 
the largely Chinese residents, even 
penalizing them for hanging their laun- 
dry outside. 

The CCDC organized the residents, 
along with other Chinatown groups, 
including the Chinese Progressive 
Association, to help urge the mayor 
to intervene. He did, and the tenants 
managed to escape eviction. 

And just when you thought Pak’s 
and the CCDC’s power had started to 
dissipate, she and her ilk resurfaced 
— with just enough people to shake 
things up in San Francisco again.

SFPD's Ferguson 
Problem

The San Francisco Police Depart- 
ment worked hard to arrest Cassie Roberts. 

San Francisco cops along with Drug 
Enforcement Administration agents 
staked out Roberts and several dozen 
other Tenderloin denizens for weeks, 
recording and observing video of them 
from rooftops and parked cars. After a 
hand-to-hand-drug sale between Rob- 
erts and a confidential informant wear- 
ing a hidden body camera was caught 
on camera, a U.S. attorney went toa 
grand jury with Roberts’ name. An in- 
dictment was issued, an arrest warrant 
was signed by a federal judge, and later, 
Roberts was apprehended and charged 
in federal court. 

Roberts is one of the 37 people SFPD 
arrested from August 2013 to Febru- 
ary 2015 ina sting called “Operation 
Safe Schools.” Lenient local and state 
sentencing guidelines such as Prop. 47 
do not apply to federal busts; thanks to 
federal mandatory minimums, fewer 
than 1.4 grams of crack cocaine earned 
Roberts and 12 others about one year in 
federal prison. 
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Every one of the people arrested 
during that sting is black. Almost half 
are women. In Roberts’ case, cops 
passed on busting another drug dealer 
— an Asian woman — so they could 
nab Roberts. The confidential informant 
rejected drugs from “the Asian chick” 
to get “the good shit” from Roberts, ac- 
cording to court filings. 

On its face, this looks bad. As a quick 
walk down Turk Street shows, selling 
small quantities of drugs in the Ten- 
derloin is an equal opportunity pursuit. 
(Just to be safe, the defense called an 
expert witness who testified that, yes, 
people of all races sell heroin, Oxycontin, 
crack, and other drugs in the Tenderloin.) 

For the SFPD, the timing couldn't be 
worse. Chief Greg Suhr is in the middle 
of firing or disciplining 10 veteran off- 
cers, including a captain and a sergeant 
who exchanged racist text messages 
with a former cop recently 
convicted on federal corrup- 
tion charges. The content of 
the messages included: “All 
niggers must fucking hang;” 
“White power!;” “U may have 
to kill the half-breed kids too;” 
and “Ask my 6 year old what 
he thinks about Obama.” That 
on top of the all-black arrests 
paints a troubling picture of 
San Francisco cops. 

At a press conference last 
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week regarding recent law-enforcement 
scandals — the text messages and the 
two drug lab technicians who may have 
jeopardized cases with faulty DNA evi- 
dence — Suhr struck a defiant tone. 

A day after telling a Board of Super- 
visors committee that bias is a natural 
thing — “T have bias, everybody has 
bias,” he said — Suhr defended Opera- 
tion Safe Schools as a worthy exercise 
that will keep children safe. 

“The one common denominator” was 
not race, but “selling narcotics in and 
around schools,” he said. 

One cop will be investigated for his 
conduct during the stings, Suhr said, 
but not for racial profiling when making 
arrests: The unidentified officer uttered 
“Fucking BMs” — short for “black 


males” — while conducting surveillance. 


“Ssh, we're rolling,” the cop’s partner 
admonished. 
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Not everyone arrested by the SFPD is 
African-American. Blacks comprise less 
than 6 percent of San Francisco’s popula- 
tion, yet about 56 percent of the people 
arrested in the city are black, according 
to Public Defender Jeff Adachi. That in- 
cludes well over half of the people arrest- 
ed last year for felony drug charges. 

According to Rev. Amos Brown, the 
minister who heads the San Francisco 
chapter of the NAACP, San Francisco po- 
lice have a racial problem that is on par 
with Ferguson, Missouri’s. This — the 
text messages, the all-black busts — is 
proof positive, he told me recently. “It’s 
the same as it ever was,’ he said. 

That’s an incendiary statement that 
was marginalized by another influential 
black leader named Brown. 

In late March, former Mayor Willie 
Brown used his weekly column in the 
Sunday San Francisco 
Chronicle to dismiss 
Amos Brown’s 
Ferguson remarks 
as akin to 9/11 
trutherism (the 

Chronicle’s editors 
also allowed Willie 
Brown to repeat an 
old lie: That Amos 
Brown had used a 
9/11 memorial to 
blame America for 
the attacks). 





In his most recent Sunday column, 
however, Willie Brown reversed his 
opinion, devoting the space to “the story 
that isn’t being addressed at all, namely 
that San Francisco is a lot more like Fer- 
guson, Mo., than anyone will admit.” 

Willie Brown’s Ferguson flip-flop 
took less than three weeks. 

The 37 black people arrested in Safe 
Schools appeared to have been singled 
out. They were all repeat offenders 
known to police with rap sheets that 
read like a criminal’s resume: drug pos- 
session, drug sales, theft, assault. They 
were not arrested moments after they 
allegedly committed these crimes. Their 
names were given to a prosecutor who 
then presented the evidence needed for 
an indictment and a subsequent arrest. 

Even Suhr’s best defense falls flat. 
he and U.S. Attorney for Northern Cali- 
fornia Melinda Haag praised Operation 
Safe Schools for protecting school kids. 
But, as defense attorneys pointed out, 
there’s a slight flaw: There are no public 
schools in the Tenderloin. And, hun- 
dreds of other drug deals go down right 
in front of public schools without atten- 
tion from federal authorities. 

A couple of black leaders are calling 
on Suhr to do what he does whenever a 
civilian is killed by police: Call a meeting 
and present himself, listen to concerns 
and address them. That would be better 
than what he appears to be doing now, 
which is trying to use kids to mask a 
racial bias.

Music venue owners and managers, 
bar and restaurant owners, neighbor- 
hood group organizers, and artists and 
musicians had gathered for one reason: 
tell Planning Commission members 
they support proposed legislation that 
aims to protect San Francisco's nightlife 
from being pushed out by swift, large- 
scale development happening largely 
in mixed-use neighborhoods where 
entertainment venues have operated 
for decades but residential spaces are 
relatively new. 
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San Francisco music venues tight for theit survival.

From a podium facing the commis- 
sion members, Dennis Juarez, owner of 
Slim’s, called the city’s latest round of 
developers “carpetbaggers with no stake 
in the community,” and told commis- 
sioners he wished the legislation would 
have been passed four years ago. Many 
in the crowd reluctantly laughed, aware 
that Juarez has spent years dealing with 
a noise complaint that ballooned into a 
legal battle causing Slim’s — a live music 
venue that’s operated since 1988 — to 
close for two weeks and spend six figures 
on sound attenuation. As he continued 
to speak, Juarez’s voice began to quiver. 

“San Francisco has been a hub for live 
music for 150 years,” Juarez said. “Tf I 
were you, I wouldn't want to know that 
things changed on my watch.” 

As the second tech bubble has 
brought vast amounts of people and 
money to San Francisco, demand for 
a finite amount of available land has 
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skyrocketed. Development has swept 
through the city swiftly, particularly in 
mixed-use neighborhoods that combine 
residential and commercial spaces in 
close proximity. Areas where nightlife 
and places of entertainment have exist- 
ed for decades are now also home to new 
condominiums, filled with more and 
more residents who — as head-scratch- 
ing as it may seem — are complaining 
about noise after they move in. 

Slim’s is merely one in a long list of 
entertainment venues that have closed 
temporarily or permanently, or sold 
in direct response to city development 
in mixed-use neighborhoods. Such de- 
velopment is happening quickly, often 
with little or no oversight with regard to 
noise. Cafe Cocomo in Dogpatch, Cafe 
du Nord in Upper Market, The Lexing- 
ton in the Mission, Red Devil Lounge, 
and The Sound Factory are some that 
have changed hands, closed, or are set to 
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close. Other venues, including the Elbo 
Room, Bottom of the Hill, and the Inde- 
pendent continue to negotiate real or po- 
tential changes brought on by approved 
and proposed building projects in their 
neighborhoods. 

When area news stories popped up 
about condominiums replacing an old 
radiator shop near the Independent, 
Supervisor London Breed and her staff 
started looking at the issue. They met 
with members of the Entertainment 
Commission, Planning Commission, and 
police through fall 2014, and Breed in- 
troduced legislation in December. Several 
unanimous approval votes then occurred 
with the Small Business Commission, 
Entertainment Commission, a building 
and inspection hearing, and then the 
March 19 Planning Commission meet- 
ing. Breed’s legislation moves on to the 
Land Use Commission this month before 
coming before the Board of Supervisors 


and ultimately the mayor as early as mid- 
May, according to Breed’s staff. 

“The soul of this city is just changing 
so fast, whether it’s a Google bus or 
whatever else,” said Jocelyn Kane, execu- 
tive director of the Entertainment Com- 
mission. “It’s different now from what 
we saw in the 90s, with the amount of 
money, and the sustained amount of 
change. This legislation is important be- 
cause it forces project sponsors to come 
talk to us and get our signoff.” 

Breed’s legislation aims to prevent 
noise disputes by improving relation- 
ships between venues and neighbors, 
and working more closely with devel- 
opers who are building new residential 
properties close to music venues. The 
legislation would help prevent venues 
from being shut down if they are operat- 
ing within city entertainment permits, 
requires developers to work with venues 
before they begin construction, >> p12 
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and ensures that all potential tenants 
of a new development know about local 
entertainment venues before they move 
in. It also asks developers to include 
sound attenuation specifics in their de- 
velopment plans for new housing. 
Supporters of the bill are quick to say 
they are not opposed to citywide devel- 
opment, but are eager to put Breed’s leg- 
islative controls in place to proactively 
mitigate noise complaints. 


When Guy Carson bought the 
live music venue Cafe du Nord in 2003, he 
had previously managed the music venue 
Hotel Utah, and had been a professional 
musician for more than 20 years. He and 
his partners were serious about music. At 
Cafe du Nord, they booked act they 
thought were “important,” as eclectic as 
the market would bear — from Donovan 
to a reunited Sebadoh, indie-folk act Sea of 
Bees to pop-punk poster-boys Blink 182. It 
was music the owners thought people 
should see, regardless of the profitability. 
“When we first moved out there, it 
was like the Wild West,” Carson told SF 
Weekly. “There was a gas station, anda 
parking lot people were fixing their cars 
in. We pulled our 
vans in there to 
unload bands, and 
nobody complained 
about it. We essen- 
tially provided secu- 
rity for the area, by 
keeping an eye on 
things. We brought

would be playing in backyard parties 
that nobody complained about. An avid 
hiker and backpacker, he fell in love 
with the open space surrounding the 
city. The history of tech and audio in 
San Francisco was also a draw: After 
playing for years with the Bay Area 
band Mk Ultra, Vanderslice opened Tiny 
Telephone, an analog recording studio 
in the Mission, where he has gone on 
to record and produce albums from a 
long list of alternative and mainstream 
bands, including Death Cab for Cutie 
and Spoon, as well as his own albums. 

From the beginning, Vanderslice 
liked that San Francisco was a gay city, 
a magnet for people who maybe felt a 
little crazy or outcast elsewhere but felt 
reassured by being here. The history 
of Berkeley, free speech, and the Black 
Panthers all mattered to him politically. 
It was not the stuff of Jacksonville, Fla., 
where he grew up. 

“Money can make stuff uncoil,” 
Vanderslice said. “Go to Carmel. It’s 
pretty but kind of suicide-inducing. 
There are deeper and more profound 
structurally unfair things happening 
here now. Gentrification and tech, that 
is stuff that happens in cities, but there 
are extremely unfair divisions between 
poverty and wealth 
here. Without some 
sort of sane middle 
class, there is going 
to be a Disneyland 
aspect to the hip- 
per parts of town. 
There’s so many 
bars, but they’re 


a lot to that neigh- filled with so many 
borhood.” d ies. 
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end. It’s bridge and 
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and his partners 
couldn't afford. At 
the tail end of a 
four-year recession, 
they had been hit hard, and all those new 
neighbors coming in was a scary pros- 
pect. The building project was part of the 
larger Market Octavia Area plan, a Better 
Neighborhoods Program initiative de- 
signed to help areas along Market Street 
from Van Ness to Octavia become more 
of a “vibrant urban place,” with potential 
for new mixed-use development, includ- 
ing a significant amount of new housing 
aimed at attracting “a wide range of peo- 
ple both day and night.” 

“Things are changing,” Carson said. 
“It’s free enterprise at work. When I 
came to town in 1984, all these musi- 
cians and artists were doing wild and 
wacky things, like marching up and 
down Market with huge dildos. For a 
young musician, it was like nirvana. It’s 
the same energy now, just more focused 
on tech and money than arts and music.” 

When John Vanderslice moved to 
San Francisco in 1989, he could walk 
down Hayes near Webster and bands 
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dozen or so condo- 
miniums and retail 
spaces on the site 
of an old radiator 
repair shop next to the Independent 

on Divisadero sent up red flags imme- 
diately to the venue’s owners when the 
idea surfaced last year. They have since 
taken steps proactively that essentially 
mirror what Breed’s legislation calls 

for. Meetings were held with the devel- 
opers and neighborhood association 
members, acoustic engineers have done 
sound readings outside the building 

to determine what sound attenuation 
may be necessary, and legally binding 
agreements, which would notify all pro- 
spective tenants that they are next toa 
nightclub, have been discussed. 

“These nightclubs are the fabric of 
this city, going back to the ’60s,” said 
Allen Scott, executive vice president of 
Another Planet Entertainment and a 
managing owner of the Independent. 
“If clubs shut down, I guarantee another 
club will not go into that spot. It will 
become condos or some sort of living 
space. It’s integral that we save the clubs 
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in this town, or they'll go to Oakland, 
Berkeley, or San Jose. 

Many have floated the idea of grant- 
ing historical status to some of the city’s 
live music venues in an effort to protect 
them from being removed. Not surpris- 
ingly, neighborhood associations have 
largely stepped up on behalf of venues 
potentially threatened by development. 
At the March 19 meeting, the North of 
the Panhandle Neighborhood Associa- 
tion spoke of the Independent's efforts 
to help mobilize residents of the area, 
not just in response to developers but 
also after a four-alarm fire on nearby 
McCallister Street in January. Members 
of the Potrero Hill Boosters, Merchants’ 
Association, and the Save the Hill or- 
ganization in Potrero Hill regularly call 
meetings with developers. Save the Hill 
ran a “Kaiser: Bad Medicine” campaign 
to prevent Kaiser from moving in near 
the music venue Bottom of the Hill, 
according to Ramona Downey, a talent 
buyer and co-owner of the venue, which 
opened in 1991 and typically hosts live 
music seven nights a week. 

“When Bottom of the Hill opened, 
people said, “You are so far out, nobody 
will go there, but we had parking because 
we were on the edge of an industrial 
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neighborhood,” Downey said. “We are 
just kind of there by ourselves, a little 
venue, not a large company. We know the 
development is coming, and we won't be 
able to stop it. But we have clout there, 
and we should have some power in how 
they structure development.”

To Terrance Alan, this new 
round of noise wars may feel like déja vu: 
the latest in an ongoing battle to save 
space in San Francisco for nighttime en- 
tertainment. Alan led the initial imple- 
mentation of the Entertainment 
Commission, which formed in the wake of 
a mixed-use battle in SOMA that had its 
origins in the warehouse parties of the 
early EDM scene in the 90s. 
Underground promoters were 
throwing events that were continuously 
interrupted and shut down by local 
police, who said the promotors lacked

proper permits, according to Alan. The 
Late Night Coalition was formed to 
better enable negotiations between pro- 
moters and law enforcement. 

“There was a lot of anger and emo- 
tion. We were confused and upset, and 
there was a standoff,” Alan said. “Then 
there was a dawning moment: If you 
don’t like the rules, especially here in 
San Francisco, you have the ability to 
effect change. The Late Night Coalition 
was able to represent the right to party 
very quickly.” 

Without proper legislation like the 
one Breed has proposed, the burden 
of protecting noise — after noise has 
been determined to be a public nui- 
sance — has typically defaulted not to 
developers or property owners but to 
nightclubs, according to Alan. During 
the first wave of dot-com development, 
proper sound mitigation was not fac- 
tored into the construction of live-work 
spaces common in that era. But as oth- 
ers have moved to those places, they’ve 
found themselves with no soundproof- 
ing against city noise: screeching cars, 
people, music. Alcoholic Beverage 
Control policy, which monitors venues 
that serve booze, simply claims that “no 
noise shall be audible beyond the area 
under control of the licensee.” 

“Even though a venue is complying 
with noise regulations, one neighbor 
who complains can shut a whole venue 
down,” Alan said. “There is an underly- 
ing principle in law that says your home 
is your castle. If your home is being dis- 
turbed, you can do something about it. 
The theory is that nightclubs are always 
wrong, and residents always right. But 
it’s like, why do people move near air- 
ports and then immediately try to shut 
them down?” »> p14 
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Alan and other members of the Cal- 
ifornia Music and Arts Coalition argue 
that construction of new residences in 
mixed-use neighborhoods should be 
built to withstand the environment, and 
that it’s a waste of resources to have to 
fix the problem after people have already 
moved in. 

A 2012 study from the city’s Office 
of Economic Analysis found that San 
Francisco’s Nightlife Industries generat- 
ed roughly $4.2 billion in 2010. The local 
industry (at the time) included 3,200 
businesses employing 48,000 workers 
who served roughly 80 million spending 
customers annually. The report was 
eye-opening for many city officials. 

“When [Supervisor Scott] Weiner 
came out with that economic impact 
report, it changed people’s attitudes to- 
ward nightlife and entertainment,’ Alan 
said. “People realized it’s not a nuisance. 
It makes more sense for a developer 
building a gazillion-dollar building to 
spend an extra $100 on soundproofing.” 

More than 3,000 people have signed 
a petition created by Ben Bleiman titled 
“Save San Francisco's Nightlife From 
Developers,’ which supports Breed’s

proposed legislation. Many of the 
signees attended the March 19 meet- 
ing. “I don’t want S.F’s rapid, frenzied 
development to destroy our world-re- 
nowned nightlife,” Bleiman writes in 
the petition. 

According to Kane, those involved in 
San Francisco's nightlife owe it to them- 
selves to get up to speed on the city’s 
existing development rules and agendas. 
The Entertainment Commission holds 
neighborhood summits which draw up 
to 300 people, including law enforce- 
ment, city planners, and residents. Of- 
ten discussed are quarterly pipeline re- 
ports, which provide maps and detailed 
descriptions of evictions, and planned 
development. 

“Nobody knows anything until the 
ground gets broken,” Kane said. “Last 
year, we said to folks, “You have to learn 
how to navigate this.’ This legislation 
is important because it forces project 
sponsors to come to us to talk and get 
our signoff. 

“You think it’s busy now? This ain’t 
nothing. This city will look a whole lot 
different in a few years.”

Artists from Marcel Duchamp to Ansel Adams have acknowledged that art is an 
ongoing collaboration between the artist and the shifting experience of every 
viewer. Sadly, we usually don’t hold up our end. Studies, and a few clandestine 
art critics, have shown that most of us spend just a few seconds with an artwork 
during our aesthetic sprint through the museum — collapsing with short-atten- 
tion-span art fatigue soon after, no doubt. Thomas Merton wrote, “Art enables 
us to find ourselves and lose ourselves at the same time.” But such elation comes 
only with the long view. Enter Slow Art Day. Art institutions on every conti- 
nent, in places from Uganda to Romania, have selected five pieces to be viewed 
for at least 10 minutes each. This is a very long time, especially in the face of 
something beyond our preference, but that is the point. Deep attention engen- 
ders discovery. Here, participating venues include SFMOMA Artists Gallery, the 
Legion of Honor, and the de Young Museum, but the event is not confined to of- 
ficial sites. Just pick a piece of art and really look.

Bay Area theater suffers from 
gender disparity at every level of the game: 
whose scripts get produced and which 
kinds of stories get told, which actors get 
union contracts, who gets promoted to 
leadership positions — and who gets to 
direct a show. An invaluable new report 
from Works by Women SF in partnership 
with WomenArts shows just how dismal 
the statistics are (though women in the- 
ater have a way better shot at parity than 
at, say, Google). In the Bay Area from June 
2011 to November 2014, women got just 
42 percent of all directing jobs and 37 per- 
cent of the highest-paying directing jobs. 

Theater companies love to talk about 
this problem, but when it comes to 
combating it, few take concrete steps, 
all but ensuring their commitments to 
inclusion never leave the safe confines 
of a mission statement or strategic plan. 

Bindlestiff Studio, which has been, 
in company lingo, “an epicenter of 
Filipino-American performing arts” 
since 1989, has found a clever way to 
buck that trend with its production of 
Hedda Gabler. 

Henrik Ibsen’s 1890 play follows a 
young married woman in thrall to both 


societal norms of decorum and twisted 
notions of romanticism and courage; 
she believes suicide can “shimmer with 
beauty.” She both zealously enforces 
and chafes at gender roles, yearning 

to shape lives, both hers and those of 
others, according to her strange ideals, 
but she can’t bear “scandal” — at least 
while alive. Hedda is one of the great 
roles in Western theater for women; 
the play is one of the first theatrical 
examples of realism. 

Alan Quismorio, Bindlestiff’s artistic 
director, has long wanted to produce 
the classic, but he felt it ought not be 
helmed by him alone, both because 
of the play’s content and because the 
gender disparity in directing is partic- 
ularly acute in Filipino theater. “In the 
Filipino-American community, a lot of 
the directors are male. They’re still very 
much male,” Quismorio said. 

In 2013, Quismorio saw Aimee Es- 
piritu’s work in Bindlestiff’s Stories High 
directing workshop, and shortly thereaf- 
ter he approached her about co-directing 
Hedda with him. While some could 
argue that the more progressive move 
would be to hire Espiritu to direct on 
her own, Espiritu’s background is more 
in live storytelling than theater. “I never 





would have thought about this classic at 
all,” Espiritu said. “I wasn’t familiar with 
it. [Quismorio] was like, “That’s why I 
thought of approaching you. With such 
a proto-feminist play, why wouldn't I ask 
a woman to co-direct with me?” 

As co-directors, Quismorio and Es- 
piritu are both peers and mentor and 
mentee, and the two bring complemen- 
tary skill sets to the project. “There’s 
this sensibility that Alan brings in 
terms of the background, the history, 
and the classics, which I don’t have,”

Espiritu said. “But I clearly have my 
own feminist sensibility, and my back- 
ground is in design” — which has aided 
her in envisioning this production, 
whose cast is almost entirely Filipino 
(quite possibly the first such version of 
Hedda in the U.S.), in the Philippines in 
the 1950s. 

Espiritu sees myriad connections 
between that time and place and Ibsen’s 
turn-of-the-century Norway. Both cul- 
tures upheld strict class systems and 
gender roles, and both, on the eve or the 


immediate wake of independence, saw 
great turmoil among their intellectual and 
academic classes. If her familiarity with 
the drama is not longstanding, Espiritu 
has more than made up for it with copious 
research and with profound appreciation 
for its impact on Western theater — “Tt 
was so ahead of its time,” she said — and 
the impact she hopes it will have on 
Bindlestiff’s young, Filipino audience. 

“Aimee has shown such natural incli- 
nations for directing,” said Quismorio, 
who also performs in the production. “I 
don’t even say anything anymore. I just 
watch her go at it!” 

Many Bay Area theater companies’ 
opportunities for young artists come in 
the form of internships or fellowships, 
which can be an excellent training 
ground (for those who can afford to 
work without pay), but which often are 
no more than glorified personal assis- 
tant positions, or worse. (I once almost 
took a supposedly artistic fellowship at 
a theater until someone who had the gig 
told me all he did was janitorial work.) 

While it certainly wouldn’t serve Bay 
Area audiences to hand Berkeley Rep’s 
or ACT’s stages to a newly minted col- 
lege grad, even high-quality internships 
with broad recruiting efforts don’t do 
enough to nudge the numbers of work- 
ing professional artists, reported by 
Works by Women SF and WomenArts 
and so many others, toward parity by 
gender or by any other metric. What 
Quismorio and Bindlestiff are doing 
with Hedda Gabler thus serves as a bold 
but urgently necessary model for devel- 
oping the artists and leaders of the fu- 
ture: Don’t just give them a seat at the 
table; offer them the chair next to you.

Know Your Street Art 


Self Consuming

Last summer, the mysterious 
street artist named BiP approached Molly 
Salyer, the general manager of Hosteling 
International's Tenderloin building, witha 
tempting offer: Let him put up an original 
work on the back side of the seven-story 
structure, which commands the attention 
of everyone who passes Larkin Street be- 
tween Ellis and Eddy. 

There were two catches. First, the 
artist, who works anonymously and has 
never revealed his real name, would do 
the work at night to minimize attention. 
Second, Hosteling International would 
be kept in the dark (as it were) about the 
final painting, although if Salyer and her 
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bosses didn’t like the work, BiP, whose 
name stands for “Believe in People,” 
could paint it over. 

Another consideration was BiP’s 
reputation for mischievous art. In Con- 
necticut, where he lived and worked 
before his recent move to the Bay Area, 
BiP frequently targeted Yale University 
buildings with illegal works that were 
quickly removed. 

Salyer took a chance, and the result 
is Self Consuming Self — Dave, a giant 
painting of a naked man looking at his 
own heart through a microscope. To 
harvest the organ, the man apparently 
carved out his own chest, which is open 
and bloodied (although the heart itself 
remains attached by a long, wormy 
vein). The work is profound, funny, 
gross, and very BiP. 

“T love it,” said Salyer, a world trav- 
eler and native San Franciscan. “It’s a 
little dark, and a little intense. And it’s a 
little bloody and a little dirty and all the 
things we like about the Tenderloin, but 
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it’s thought-provoking and respectful 
of the area. It does remind me of trav- 
el — there’s a certain self-exploration 
that you go through when you're in a 
city that you don’t know, or a part of 
nature that you've never been to before, 
and the way you think about yourself, 
including your heart and your love and 
all those things.” 

For his part, BiP said the work 
“contemplates the nature of deep intro- 
spection.” And he plans to do a series 
of other works around the Bay Area, 
including the East Bay, where he now 
lives. Via email, he told SF Weekly that 
his Bay Area art will eschew “political 
correctness,” and that the feedback he 
gets from Self Consuming Self — Dave will 
determine his next street work. 

“T can’t say what the next legal mu- 
rals will be about right now because it’s 
not my turn to talk,” BiP wrote. “It’s my 
turn to listen to the response on this 
one and hear you when you tell me what 
you re going through and what you need 


to see from your artists. Let me be that 
for you. Let’s set fire to all bland, overly 
PC art and make things that are at a core 
level of human experience.” 

BiP has said he graduated from 
Princeton in 2007. He supposedly 
worked in finance for a while, but left 
in disgust. At Yale, one of his funniest 
works emerged on a classroom wall: 

a stenciled figure who’s drawing the 
repeated sentence, “I will only work 
finance 1 year,” followed by a single sen- 
tence, “I will only work finance 2...” 

In style and substance, that work 
is reminiscent of Banksy’s best. Like 
Banksy, BiP travels around the world 
putting up his images, and his new San 
Francisco painting is an ideal match of 
building and artist. The first impression 
of whoever passes by may be that Self 
Consuming Self - Dave, with its macabre 
scene of a furrow-browed man, is a work 
of agitation, but the seven-story art 
turns out to be much more hostel than 
hostile.

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FUCKING TECHNOLOGY 


RoboLover 


I’ve always just assumed robots 
are coming for all of our jobs, and 


there’s nothing anyone can do to stop it. 


We've all accepted that, right? Last year, 
Alan Tovey of The Telegraph reported 
that up to 50 percent of jobs could be 
“eliminated by computing and robotics 
technology” in the next 20 years. 

So sure, San Francisco’s sex-work 
culture is rich and vibrant now, but 
it’s only a matter of time before they 
begin construction of Starfleet Acade- 
my in Marin and some Ho-bot comes 
to take my job, right? 

But while technology is rapidly 
changing the way we live our lives in 
many ways, we are still light-years 
away from the future promised to us 
by 20th-century science fiction. We 
can talk to our loved ones in real-time 
video and sport smart watches that 
monitor our life functions, as was 
promised by The Jetsons, but 
the dream of flying cars 
and service robots, 
specifically ones 
designed for sex, 
still seems im- 
possibly far off. 

It’s not for 
lack of trying. 
Nerds and 
pervs have 
historically 
kept close 
quarters, which 
has resulted in 
several attempts 
at artificially intel- 
ligent sex toys over 
the years. 

Recently, Silicon Val- 
ley’s self-proclaimed “bio-hacker,” 
Sunny Allen, who calls herself “The 
Eve of Robotic Sex,” raised well over 
$500,000 to create Hum. It may look 
like any other slim-line silicone vibra- 
tor one could buy at a couples-friend- 
ly sex shop, but Allen and her team 
of “multiple physicists” insist it is a 
“complete reimagining of what a sex 
toy can be.” 

It’s nothing close to a sex bot, 
but it purports to respond to body 
temperature and movements in a way 
that is intuitive and somehow revolu- 
tionary. However, the description is 
long on Bay Area-style startup hype 
and short on specifics. The website 
still has a “coming soon” banner and 
saw its last update in October, so the 
jury is still out. 

In 2010, Roxxxy, created by 
former Bell Labs engineer Douglas 
Hines, was introduced at the Adult 
Entertainment Expo in Las Vegas. 
“The world’s first sex robot,’ who 
is, of course, “always turned on and 
ready to talk or play,” looks like one of 
those silicone-skinned, fully fuckable 
Real Dolls that give me nightmares, 
but she interacts with humans like a 
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Furby in heat, or a super-horny Siri. 
If you touch her hands, she sighs 

and says, “I love it when you hold my 
hand,” and she can be programmed 
with customizable personalities, from 
“Frigid Farrah” to “Wild Wendy.” She 
can’t move her appendages, but her 
three orifices are fully interactive and 
she can even simulate orgasm. But in 
all honesty, she looks like a Buffalo 
Bill skin suit. 

Teledildonics (which may, in fact, 
be the silliest word ever) are sex 
technologies that allow toys to be 
controlled through a computer. These 
technologies get to the heart of what 
humans really use technology for: 
connecting with other humans. 

The Bay Area-based Vibease is a 
wearable vibrator that syncs with an 

interactive app that 
has selections of 
dirty stories and 
choose-your- 
own-adventure 
erotic games 
that sync with 
the vibrations 
of the toy. A 
partner can 
also control 
the vibrator 
from any- 
where in the 
world. 
The 
pocket-pussy 
experts over at 
Fleshlight have 
created Kiiroo, a 
set of companion sex 
toys that talk to each other. 

The Pearl vibrator can be inserted 
into an orifice and transmit tactile 
data to the Onyx Fleshlight mastur- 
bator, which can transmit tactile data 
back to the Pearl, basically allowing 
consumers to have sex over the inter- 
net — a truly exciting prospect for 
long-distance couples and webcam 
models alike. 

The sex bots aren’t coming for my 
job.

has blue eyes instead of yellow ones. 

The most advanced artificial intel- 
ligence we've created can’t do much 
more than beat you at Jeopardy!, so it 
seems robotics engineers have a long 
way to go before they are able to sell a 
robot that can beat you at Jeopardy!, 
and give you a hand job at the same 
time.

Can’t Stand Losing You: 
Surviving the Police 
Not Rated. Opens Friday 
at AMC Metreon 16. 
Well, this is sort of the Andy Summers of 
rock’n’ roll documentaries. (Congratula- 
tions?) So reserved as to seem humdrum, 
director Andy Grieve’s Can't Stand Losing 
You feels, unfortunately, like a solo act no 
one asked for. Filtered through the weak- 
est of three of the Police’s personae (Sting 
and Stewart Copeland declined to partici- 
pate), it’s the saga of an accidental New 
Wave trio being shepherded through the 
early days of MTV, selling out arenas, 
squabbling, and inevitably splitting up. 
Fans may enjoy skimming over Summers’ 
pre-Police days as a promising yet strug- 
gling guitarist, but the cursory Can't Stand 
Losing You isn’t especially long on musical 
or personal insights. Having finally zeroed 
in on the infectious, arpeggiated style of 
“Message in a Bottle” and “Every Breath 
You Take,’ Summers at the peak of his ca- 
reer felt he'd earned the privilege of an 
overseas romp with John Belushi instead 
of nesting at home with his own wife and 
kid. You know howit goes. Grieve has as- 
sembled a scrapbook of bleary old footage 
from concerts and interviews in which the 
tetchy trio sat around riling each other up. 
He lingers over some of the larky, arty 
photos Summers took on tour, but not 
even a subset of groupie nudes manages to 
spice up these proceedings much. Semi 
stiff voiceover readings from his mem- 
oir One Train Later make Summers sound 
like a hostage. Maybe he was, and still is.

Cut Bank 

Rated R. Opens Friday. 
In TV director Matt Shakman’s feature 
debut, the titular town in the Montana 
hinterland proves an ideal setting fora 
Coen Brothers knockoff. A cheeky heart- 
land noir, with a cast full of Coen alumni 
and a veteran of the TV version 
of Fargo in charge — what could possibly 
go wrong? Cut Bank's plot lumbers into 
motion with the unwittingly camcord- 
ered killing of a mailman (Bruce Dern), 
later eulogized squarely as “a nice man. 
Harmless. Canadian.” That’s par for the 
course with screenwriter Robert Patino’s 
dialogue, in which every try for a decora- 
tive flourish seems hopelessly yoked to 
blunt expository functionality. But it 
complements Shakman’s workaday direc- 
torial style, with the camera always push- 
ing in to stress the importance of things. 
Expectedly, a scheme develops, employ- 
ing abbreviated characters played by 
Liam Hemsworth, Teresa Palmer, Billy 
Bob Thornton, Oliver Platt, and John 
Malkovich. Only the latter, unvarnished 
and superb in the role of a modestly vir- 
tuous local sheriff, gives the movie any 
real shine. Worse, when not limping on 
the crutch of one homage, Cut 
Bank coasts squeakily in the wheelchair 
of another: A mannered Michael Stuhl- 
barg plays the town pariah-antagonist 
with a dash of Javier Bardem’s coldly pur- 
poseful killer in No Country for Old Men, a 
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dollop of Stephen Root’s beleaguered 
outcast from Office Space, and a dearth of 
logic. It’s conceivable that Patino (who's 
worked on Sons of Anarchy and the Prime 
Suspect reboot) and Shakman, otherwise 
no slouch, got a little claustrophobic in 
their transition from series to feature 
length. Were Cut Bank not a movie but a 
pilot, with room and inclination to grow, 
maybe it could seem like more than just a 
hasty mash-up. JK 


Desert Dancer 

Rated PG-13. Opens Friday. 
Found cavorting before an appreciative 
audience of grade-school classmates, a 
young Afshin Ghaffarian got a beating 
from his teacher, but also gained a men- 
tor who quoted lines from Rumi and se- 
cretly showed him filmstrips of Nureyev. 
By 2009, Ghaffarian had formed a col- 
lege dance troupe, in spite of the fact 
that it’s illegal. Welcome to Iran, which, 
as Desert Dancer's pre-opening disclaimer 
informs us, actually had a great deal of 
culture to offer before the 1979 revolu- 
tion. A graceless dramatization of Ghaf- 
farian’s true story ensues, with 
well-intentioned writer Jon Croker and 
director Richard Raymond becoming 
mired in platitudes and moral superior- 
ity. This Iran, where everyone just goes 
ahead and speaks English so we don’t 
have to read subtitles, seems about as 
authentic as the Russia of Rocky IV. But it 
isa U.K. production, so there’s a bit of 
class after all. Downton Abbey's Tom Cul- 
len exudes warmth in a supporting role, 
and Reece Ritchie brings sincere inten- 
sity to the lead, abiding a mostly inert ro- 
mance with his dance partner Freida 
Pinto, a tragic addict. Together, they 
transmute increasingly brutal run-ins 
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with morality cops into semierotic mod- 
ern choreography. We didn’t needa 
pseudo-Persian Footloose to imagine 
dance as a means of political resistance, 
but surely there’s no harm in drawing in- 
spiration from Ghaffarian’s bravely cre- 
ative life. JK 


Kill Me Three Times 
Rated R. Opens Friday 
at Opera Plaza Cinema. 

Australian director Kriv Stenders has de- 
scribed his own dark comedy thriller as a 
cross between Blood Simple and Ra- 
shomon, and if this movie has one thing 
going for it, it’s delusional confidence. 
Hardly the shining alloy of earlier touch- 
stones that Stenders supposes, it’s more 
like a tarnished relic sprung from some 
time capsule buried during the grim 
Tarantino-wannabe wars of the mid- 
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1990s: all muscle cars and glib gunmen 
and nonlinear, non-interesting sto- 
rylines. A postcard from sun-soaked 
western Australia, where incompetent 
criminals while away their days dou- 
ble-crossing each other and lighting their 
Zippos in slow motion, James McFar- 
land’s script supplies a twisty slog for 
stars Teresa Palmer, Luke Hemsworth, 
Alice Braga, and Simon Pegg. In a way, 
Pegg’s presence is the greatest disap- 
pointment here, as a) there’s not enough 
of it, and b) what little there is sets up an 
apparently unfair expectation of real hu- 
mor and charisma. Stenders adds gloss 
and a soundtrack full of generic guitar 
twang, but that just makes the movie 
even more of a drag. Cravenly chasing as 
wide an international audience as possi- 
ble, Kill Me Three Times just isn’t novel or 
outrageous enough. This is wrung-out

The Sisterhood of Night 
Rated PG-13. Opens 
Friday at the 4-Star Theatre. 
Caryn Waechter’s The Sisterhood of 
Night isn’t, as the title suggests, the mod- 
ern-day version of The Craft, although it 
would make a swell double feature with A 
Girl Like Her. When high school student 
Mary (Georgie Henley) decides to go of- 
fline, forsaking all manner of social me- 
dia and digital communication, she 
persuades her friends Lavinia (Oliva De- 
Jonge) and Catherine (Willa Cuthrell) to 
join in the titular Sisterhood. Meanwhile, 
Emily (Kara Hayward) wants to join the 
Sisterhood while also getting more fol- 
lowers for her blog. Mary declines to in- 
vite her, so Emily starts writing horrible 
things about them, whipping the town 
(and the internet) into a panic over the 
lesbianic and/or satanic things the Sister- 
hood may be doing at night in the woods, 
but probably totally are. (To paraphrase 
H.L. Mencken, nobody ever went broke 
overestimating America’s simultaneous 
fascination with, and fear of, teenage 
girls.) The Sisterhood of Night actually 
holds enough interesting ideas for several 
movies, but they aren't always well served 
by Waechter’s flashy, hyperkinetic style. 
In that respect, her picture resembles Oli- 
ver Stone’s 1994 Natural Born Killers, as 
each is a metatextual commentary on 
media overload and the public’s gullibil- 
ity. Considering that Stone’s film was set 
in a pre Internet, largely analog world, it 
goes to show that technology may 
change, but people don’t. Sherilyn

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Lambert & Stamp The Who has been the subject of 
past movies, particularly the seminal The Kids Are 
Alright, but James D. Cooper's documentary Lambert 
& Stamp provides a fascinating backstory for both 
the group and 1960s London with Chris Stamp and 
Kit Lambert, frustrated filmmakers who stumbled 
into managing the band. Lambert takes more of the 
focus, having gotten hooked on heroin and died at 
age 41, and as such is inherently glamorous; he also 
was openly queer at a time when it was still very 
much illegal, just 10 years after Alan Turing’s death, 
though Lambert was protected by his aristocratic 
lineage. While the timeline gets a bit fuzzy in the 
1970s, the picture is as much about the early days 
of The Who as it is about the class systems of mid- 
20th-century England, as well as the forgotten 
rivalry between Mods and Rockers. Though it’s not 
just for Who fans, those well-versed in the band will 
enjoy picking out some of the more obscure, copy- 
right-friendly songs used in the appropriately loud 
soundtrack — not always directly related to what's 
onscreen — including songwriter Pete Townshend's 
demos of “Call Me Lightning” and “Recorders.” And 
as entertaining as Lambert & Stampis, a film of just 
the eternally eloguent Townshend talking for two 
hours would also be plenty satisfying. (SC) 


Man from Reno A fine showreel of local talent, 


writer-director David Boyle's methodical thriller is 
steeped in the rich tradition of San Francisco noir, 
yet never suffocates under its influences. Lurking 
within Man from Reno's fateful path-crossings 
and other story pivots is a sly comment on the 
dislocating experience of immigrant assimilation 
— but it’s also just a riveting good yarn. A mystery 
author (Ayako Fujitani), hiding out from her own 
hype in San Francisco, hooks up with a fellow 
stranger in a strange land (Kazuki Kitamura), whose 
disappearance thereafter seems like more than just 
a post-tryst retreat. He's of interest to a small-town 
sheriff (Pepe Serna) working a case that fell into 
his lap — or, more accurately, onto the hood of his 
car — and also the harbinger of a real-life mystery 
this author may or may not want solved. Co-writing 
with Joel Clark and Michael Lerman, Boyle has a 
knack for orchestrating moments by merging plot 
with mood. He gets great mileage from unexpected 
visitors’ arrivals and departures — be they people 
knocking on a hotel room door or turtles floating in 
a toilet tank — and grants us the welcome privilege 
of puzzling out distinctions between sinister and 
nonsequitur. Handsomely shot by local DP Richard 
Wong, with Fujitani (and certain city spaces) holding 
the camera's attention very well, this adroitly 
designed production may not be as polished as 
a manufactured big-studio project would be, but 
it's all the more enlivened for it, with an aura of 
creative enthusiasm, maximized resources, and 
durable storytelling. (JK)

Effie Gray The Victorian-era art critic John Ruskin 
has been popping up in movies a lot lately. He 
was a character in Mike Leigh's Mr. Turner, and 
now he’s the antagonist in Richard Laxton’s lushly 
photographedEffie Gray. Ruskin (Greg Wise) marries 
young Effie Gray (Dakota Fanning), and promptly sets 
about ignoring her. He’s not outwardly abusive, but 
distant and neglectful, refusing to engage with her 
on any level, even on their wedding night, leaving 
Effie confused and struggling to find her role in 
the world — and for possible means of escape at a 
time when divorce was not a thing, especially for 
women. As Effie Gray's screenwriter and a prominent 
feminist herself, Emma Thompson shows remarkable 
restraint in making her character of Lady Eastlake, 
essentially an extended cameo, be faithful to the 
time period. Eastlake acts as a mentor to Effie, but 
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her lessons are not of anachronistic girl-power, but 
rather to deal with it and do what's expected of her. 
Similarly, the distributor's synopsis references gay 
marriage, implying a queer undercurrent to the film; 
however, Effie is never portrayed liking girls, and for 
as much as he finds girls icky, there's no indication 
that Ruskin is into boys. That's fine, because Effie 
Gray is powerful enough on its own merits. (SC) 


Girlhood Is there no end to your reign of terror, 


Boyhood? Your pernicious influence has resulted in 
Céline Sciamma's Bande de Filles, which awesomely 
translates into Girl Gang, being retitled Girlhood 
to lure in American audiences. (Thank goodness 
last year's brilliant It Felt Like Love came out long 
enough before Boyhood to escape similar ignominy.) 
Sciamma’s film takes a very different tack, following 
Marieme (Karidja Touré), an Afro-French teenager 
growing up in the slums of Paris. She's told that she's 
only worthy of vocational school, and sees only bleak 
opportunities in her future while feeling condemned 
to remain under the thumb of her abusive older 
brother Djibril (Cyril Mendy). A measure of salvation 
comes in the form of a gang composed of fellow 
teenagers Lady (Assa Sylla), Fily (Mariétou Touré), 
and Adiatou (Lindsay Karamoh). They introduce her 
to a world of street fighting and petty crime that 
offers liberation like she’s never imagined, including 
a standout scene of the girls dancing and singing 
along to the entirety of Beyoncé's “Diamonds” 
while wearing fancy stolen dresses in a posh hotel 
room. But that's just the end of the first act, and 
she has a long road into the seemingly inescapable 
marginalization of poor young black women ahead of 
her. But Girlhood offers some hope that the fleeting 
moments remain. (SC) 


Kumiko, the Treasure Hunter For some of us, Joel 


and Ethan Coen’s austere Fargo was a letdown after 


the pure cinema of Barton Fink and The Hudsucker 
Proxy, but for many others, it was their masterpiece. 
And then there's Kumiko (Rinko Kikuchi, who also 
executive-produced), the heroine of David and 
Nathan Zellner’s black comedy Kumiko, the Treasure 
Hunter. Based on a since-debunked urban legend, 
it's one of the best movies of 2015 so far. Kumiko is 
a Tokyo “office lady" who hates everything about 
her life. When the pressures of society get to be 
too much — especially the flak she gets from all 
directions for being single while pushing 30 — Kumiko 
travels to North Dakota, certain that Fargo was a 
true story, and that the money is still buried by 
that one fence. The frozen Midwest of Kumiko, the 
Treasure Hunter feels as alien to us as it does to 
her, and there's also a hint of J-Horror in Kumiko's 
ragged VHS copy of Fargo, which proves to be no 
less dangerous than the tape in Ringu. But it all 
boils down to Kikuchi's mesmerizing performance 
as the wounded, desperate Kumiko. Deep down, 
she may know the treasure is not real, but she 
can’t face a world in which it isn’t. And that’s life, 
pretty much. (SC) 


Ned Rifle With this second and probably final sequel to 


his 1997 film Henry Fool, indie stalwart Hal Hartley 
again revisits the benchmark of his own indie 
stalwartness. Here, in an epitome of filmmaker's 
prerogative, is the son of that movie's title character 
on a self-appointed quest to kill him. Now a born- 
again Christian, thanks to his witness-protection 
upbringing, young-adult Ned (Liam Aiken) blames 
his scoundrel father (Thomas Jay Ryan) for the 
incarceration of his mother (Parker Posey), details 
of which were developed in Hartley's 2006 film 
Fay Grim. Ned gets some assistance from his uncle 
(James Urbaniak), an accidentally successful poet 
now venturing dubiously into internet comedy, and 
from a mysterious vixenish book-nerd (Aubrey Plaza) 
with a troublesome connection to the family. Ina 
signature exchange, Urbaniak asks, “So you think 
it's OK for me to be unpopular?” and Plaza replies, 
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“Oh, | think it’s necessary.” This sounds like both 
a mission statement and a fan-appreciation note 
from Hartley, evidently still comfortable enough 
with crowdfunded frugality and limited release 
to build a modest crime caper out of dryly quirky 
philosophical conversations. Hartley's own synthy 
score gives the movie an unfortunate extra whiff 
of chintziness, but there’s something special in the 
gameness of its cast (also including Hartley regular 
Martin Donovan) to dig in to his deadpan writerly 
dialogue. It's as close to an adding-up as can be 
expected from any thrifty trilogy spread out over 
three decades, but surely a testament to enduring 
indie integrity. (JK) 


Serena Danish director Susanne Bier’s Depression-era 


downer puts forth Bradley Cooper as a Carolina 
lumber baron whose company culture gets seriously 
disrupted by his new wife, Jennifer Lawrence. Hailing 
from alumber family herself, she knows how to land 
an ax, and to manage occupational hazards while 
also becoming one. Well, Serena isn't great, but it’s 
better than the lousy reputation that precedes it. 
History's third Cooper-Lawrence pairing, the first 
without director David 0. Russell, has languished 


undistributed since Bier made it in 2012, when she 
had a foreign film Oscar fresh in hand. But all it 
really means is that Serena doesn't comport well 
with the overwrought, overrated Silver Linings 
Playbook and American Hustle, and maybe those 
movies weren't so good after all. It is fair to say 
that maudlin melodrama plus Nordic restraint plus 
the treacherously provisional chance to work with 
American resources haven't done Bier any favors. 
Here, Cooper doesn’t make choices so much as strike 
poses, and Lawrence's charisma, for all its truth- 
fulness, sometimes seems anachronistic. There's 
good support from David Dencik and Rhys Ifans, as 
differently disturbed woodsmen, and blander stuff 
from Toby Jones as the sheriff. The real hangups have 
to do with unreconciled contradictions within the 
title character — a ruthless businesswoman who can 
hold her own among lumberjacks and snakes and 
eagles, but doesn’t handle herself well at all when 
domesticity doesn’t work out for her. Do we consider 
this a tragic parable of compromised feminism 
or an unwitting example of it? The adaptation of 
Ron Rash’s 2008 novel was done by screenwriter 
Christopher Kyle, no known relation to the Navy 
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SEAL of the same name portrayed by Cooper in 
American Sniper. (JK) 

While We're Young Among other things, Noah Baum- 
bach's very funny While We're Young is arumination 
onthe Long Tail, the theory that pop culture remains 
accessible long after it’s originally created. Cornelia 
(Naomi Watts) and Josh (Ben Stiller) are fortysome- 
thing New York professionals who befriend the 
twentysomething couple Darby (Amanda Seyfried) 
and Jamie (Adam Driver), free spirits who represent 
the kind of youthful impetuousness that Cornelia 
and Josh long to return to, whether or not they ever 
had it in the first place. (The picture avoids dropping 
the H-Bomb [“hipster’’] until the end.) Generation 
X-er Josh has reservations about Millennial Jamie's 
appropriation of 1980s pop culture (if you didn't grow 
up watching Tom Carvel commercials on TV, do you 
have the right to name your band after the ice-cream 
cake icon Cookie Puss because you saw it on YouTube? 
Discuss), and they're also both documentarians at 
different stages of their careers, with different ethics. 
As such, While We're Young also considers changing 
notions of authenticity in nonfiction filmmaking, 
though an early scene of college professor Josh 
showing his class Robert Flaherty’s 1922 documentary 
Nanook of the North— in which many elements were 
staged or entirely fictionalized — suggests that reality 
is what you make it, and there’s nothing new under 
the sun, whatever your age. (SC) 

The Wrecking Crew If you've heard any pop music re- 
corded in California in the 1960s or early 1970s, you've 
heard the work of the Wrecking Crew, a free-floating 
collective of studio musicians who played without 
credit on tens of thousands of songs. Danny Tedesco's 
joyous documentary The Wrecking Crewis a personal, 
heartfelt tribute to those unsung heroes — especially 
Tedesco's father, Tommy, whose guitar chops can be 
heard on both the Ronettes’ ‘Be My Baby” and the 
M*A*S*H theme, among many other tunes familiar 
to certain generations. The musicians in the Crew 
were just happy to get paid to do what they loved, 
more often than not with friends, such as drummer 
Hal Blaine, who played on six Grammy record(s) of 
the year in a row, or bassist and lone female member 
Carole Kaye, who singlehandedly made Sonny and 
Cher’s “The Beat Goes On” far less boring by funking 
up the bass line. The Wrecking Crew functions as a 
historical document on multiple levels; the picture 
was initially completed in 2008 (including a gala 
screening at the sadly defunct Bridge Theatre), but 
never received proper theatrical distribution until 
now. As a result, certain interviews are borderline 
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eerie, such as the Crew's breakout star Glen Camp- 
bell, captured well before his current decline into 
Alzheimer's. But The Wrecking Crew's belatedness 
makes it no less vital. (SC) 


White God ‘The better | get to know men, the more | 


find myself loving dogs,” Charles de Gaulle is said to 
have said, and here's a movie to illustrate and belabor 
the point. A sort of Euro-miserablist cross between 
The Birds and Rise of the Planet of the Apes, but 
with dogs, Kornél Mundruczo's White God shows us 
modern Hungary as a joyless society defined — and 
done in — by zero tolerance of mongrels. The film itself 
is anything but a purebred, genre-wise, and that’s 
fine; more a problem is that allegory alone can't quite 
sustain it. The opening is impressive, with a girl on 
a bike in an otherwise empty city street, pursued or 
perhaps attended by a frantic pack of strays. Later 
we see this as a consequence of her father (Sandor 
Zsotér), who works in a slaughterhouse, deciding 
to separate the girl (Zsofia Psotta) from her own 
cherished mutt. Shooting with handheld naturalism, 
and with real rescue dogs, Mundruczo works hard to 
establish the realistically cruel circumstances that 
could warrant a canine uprising. But it still reads as a 
stylized conceit, undercut by too many little moments 
when performances, from human and canine alike, 
don’t truthfully express what the movie says they 
do. Would Mundruczo allow that so much unleashed 
energy might actually have worked better in a 
comedy? Though commendably anti-sentimental, 
White God is a movie for dog-lovers sort of in the 
way Whiplashwas a movie for jazz-lovers: so serious 
that it seems to have forgotten the actual love. (JK)

Last 
year the Queen granted Turing a posthumous pardon, 
but nothing really says “we're sorry” like Benedict 
Cumberbatch playing him in a posh, Oscar-hungry 
historical thriller.

ing at the Chronicle’s “little man,” the 
proto-emoji of sorts that depicts the 
Monopoly guy (or maybe an extra from 
Beetle Bailey) sitting in a theater seat. 
If he’s mildly amused, he sits forward, 
head up; if he’s really into it, he claps; 
and if he freaking goes bonzerdoodles, 
he’s leaping out of his seat. He also falls 
asleep in the seat, for films like Days of 
Heaven — or, in my case, The Master. 
But we were most interested in the pic- 
tures that were of just the seat, with no 
man. Empty. The worst movies of all 
time.

Metacritic now allows me to do 
the same thing not only with movies 
but also with music, television, and 
games. For the uninitiated, the site 
aggregates reviews from various 
sources and applies a score to every- 
thing. The films that score the highest 
are generally poncy “art” pieces or 
academic blatherings, but since tele- 
vision doesn’t have a 
whole lot of that stuff, 
it’s mostly reliable. 

But I of course skim 
straight to the bottom 
of the barrel. While 

the top of the music 

list contains critical 
darlings like The Pretty 
Things and Smithsonian 
Folkways’ Lead Belly box- 
set, the bottom has gems 
like Chris Brown and Papa 
Roach. Worst reviewed 

album of all time? Playing 
With Fire by Kevin Federline 
(aka K-Fed). 

But television — Wow! 

If it’s bad, it’s not as though 
you ve spent any extra money 
on it, so just relax and enjoy it. I’ve 
already covered a few shows that I 
thought were turrible, like Paternity 
Court and The Walk Of Shame Shuttle, 
but it was time to see what my com- 
patriots thought was the worst stuff 
on TV. I started with the current list 
on Metacritic, which covers the more 
recent releases. The two worst are 
NBC’s One Big Happy (yawn, another 
family sitcom, even if this one has 
lesbians), and Sex Box, which de- 
serves its own paragraph. 

Here’s the premise: There’s a box 
on stage and couples who are having 
marital problems go inside it and 
have sex, possibly for the first time 
in months. Should I stop there? Sure- 
ly that’s enough. But since the WE 
network had to try to come up with 
a teachable moment to pass off this 
glorious crap as edumacational, they

Western mishmash. My hatred for 
this show is compounded by every- 
one who seems to mourn its passing 
and petitions for its return. The 
spaceship looked like a turd, the cast 
was boring, and, worst of all, there 
were no vampires or demons. Barf. 
Second: The X-Files. You both mumble 
your words, I don’t care about UFOs, 
and just fuck already.

Snooze. Were I The Little Man, I’d be 
in my seat, asleep, with my hat on 
my knee.

SPAM-A-NOT

Poi. Guava. Opakapaka. Lomi 
lomi salmon. Those are some of the spe- 
cialties that come to mind when thinking 
about Hawaiian cuisine. None is found at 
the Hawaiian-influenced Liholiho Yacht 
Club. There are no mai tais on the cock- 
tail list. The space won't remind anyone 
of Smuggler’s Cove. While it’s more than 
OK that the menu and décor do not re- 
semble a luau, right now there are just 
not enough moments that sweep diners 
away from their plates to grab a ukulele 
and start singing. 

I sang full volume after Chef Ravi 
Kapur’s poke ($14.50), which speaks 
fully of Hawaii. The glistening ruby 
fish, with just a dab of sesame oil and 
sriracha aioli, tops a nori chip that 
seems as if five pounds of seaweed 
were crammed into it. 

But a series of wipeouts followed. 
The single bite of oyster, beef carpac- 
cio, and Thousand Island in a butter 
lettuce wrap (three for $12) tastes of 
soggy greens covered in fried batter. 

A one-note chopped salad of squid, 
tripe, cabbage, peanuts, and fried shal- 
lots needs more mint and an addition- 
al sauce element. Don’t get me started 
on the popcorn ($5), which cries out 
for more togarashi and butter. It could 
have been free at the bar and left 
mostly untouched. Bring back bread 
plates, please. 

Things will smooth out. The meal 
[had at Prospect when Kapur served 
as the restaurant’s opening executive 
chef was among my favorites of the 
past decade. After the birth of his 
son in 2011, Kapur briefly left the 
restaurant world entirely, returning a 
year later with pop-ups Liholiho Yacht 
Club and Paniolo Social, concepts that 
would take over spots like State Bird 
Provisions and Bloodhound. Kapur 
partnered with Jeff Hanak and Allyson 
Jossel, both owners of Nopa, to create 
Liholiho’s brick-and-mortar, and it 
has quickly become the anchor dining 
room of the ever-changing Tendernob. 

And so a meal ebbs and flows, much 
like a surfer at Banzai Pipeline waiting 
for the right wave. Steamed buns (two 
for $12) are mandatory, filled as they 
are with tender, slightly fatty beef 
tongue and a spark plug of kimchi, 
and tamed by cucumber slivers in a 
warm poppy-seed-studded bun. This 
is prime-time cooking: playful, disci- 
plined, and exciting. But the octopus 
($16.50) is chewy, with bland potatoes 
that starch-block the tremendous ci- 
lantro-enriched sauce, curried raisins, 
and Castelvetrano olives. 
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Fortunately, Kapur isn’t shy 
about turning the classic Caesar 
salad ($14.75) upside-down. Its bo- 
nito-fortified dressing resides under 
a lettuce-free trio of asparagus, snow 
peas, and avocado, and much for the 
better. Where the Caesar shows risk 
and imagination, the grilled short ribs 
($34.50), with a side of bone filled with 
gelatinous marrow and escargot, show 
too little personality apart from being 
the token dish for 
unadventurous carni- 


the bowl. And don’t miss the clever 
Baked-Alaska-gone-tropical as a Baked 
Hawaii, with pineapple ice cream under 
a torched vanilla chiffon roof. 

Beyond the food, this is a gorgeous 
restaurant, entirely tiki-free. Hand- 
some exposed brick backs the rear din- 
ing room, with its immaculate yellow 
tile open kitchen in full view. The front 
has the bar, communal tables, and 
seating for the walk-in crowd. Yes, the

as a young girl. The restaurant’s name 
even reaches back to Kapur’s youth on 
O’ahu, being the name his friends gave 
to their “organization” that threw par- 
ties to pay for the tools to race Hobie 
Cats and other sailboats. 

For drinks, make sure to open with 
the Castaway ($10), an idyllic apéritif 
with clean, calm manzanilla sherry

that’s been given a hint of mystery 
from the salted Falernum syrup and 
green Chartreuse. After two beautiful 
sips of the rum-based, Angostu- 
ra-heavy Bitter End, ($11) everything 
swiftly got watered down from crushed 
ice. (When, oh, when will Mayor Lee 
forbid crushed ice in all city drinks 
except mint juleps?) Wine is a real 
strength, as Lulu McAllister under- 
stands not everyone wants to pay $70- 
plus for a bottle, and composed a list 
that effortlessly blends the known and 
the funky. Sommelier schools should 
be teaching this and and her wine list 
at Nopa as gospel. Cheers to that, and 
to the excellent recommendations and 
pacing from the staff. The only knock 
is the wait time, which approaches the 
two-hour mark. 

But relax, everything will be fine. 
Remember, Aloha means hello and 
goodbye. I have a feeling we'll soon be 
saying farewell to these slippery early 
days and greeting an excellent restau- 
rant that will impress diners’ palates 
and brighten their moods, like step- 
ping off the plane on Maui for a week’s 
vacation on the beach.

a New Spot 

in Mandu

For all its recent leaps and 
bounds away from culinary mediocrity, 
the Castro is still primarily a place people 
come to get inebriated. Mandu, web- 
site-less the Asian street food restaurant 
that has gone in where Barracuda Sushi 
used to be, seems to grasp this implicitly, 
and has constructed its menu accordingly. 

This isn’t to damn Mandu with faint 
praise or knock Daniel Sudar’s kitchen 
in any way, but everything about it sug- 
gests that this is a place where people 
will go when they want to party hard. 
There can be an underlying cynicism to 
the small plates phenomenon, but here, 
it doesn’t feel shrunken portions at 
tourist prices are subsidizing the restau- 
rant’s profitability. Sudar, who also runs 
the similarly pan-Asian Slurp a few 
blocks away on Castro Street, is crank- 
ing out $6-$16 small plates, everything 
from the usual chicken lollipops, Kore- 
an beef tacos, and and vegetarian pot 
stickers (or “Man-du,’ in Korean) to 
oseng oseng (wok-tossed green beans 
with garlic soy sauce) and chicken ren- 
dang, an Indonesian curry braised in 
coconut milk with chilies, candlenut, 
and ginger-like galangal. Everything is 
highly shareable. 

Things get pretty clever when it 
comes time for miso-marinated ribeye, 
made with caramelized onions and 
salmon, and Thai tea créme brilée. Even 
the Korean beef BBQ tacos, so often the 
bane of anyone who's queued up hun- 
grily outside a food truck, are decently

sized (and three for $7.95). 

A full liquor license there is not, but 
you ll find a mostly-under-$40 wine 
list and a half-dozen fruity, faux-mar- 
tini soju cocktails for $6.95. (One can 
already envision wide-eyed groups of 
eight tipsy friends goggling at the check 
and realizing how many kaffir lime 
lemon drop and pear rosemary martinis 
they have put away.) If you're feeling 
splurge-y, there’s even a $145, 500-mL 
bottle of Kudoki Jozu “Pick Up Artist” 
sake, just one of over a dozen listed. 

It’s spacious, it’s loud, and it’s a place 
to have fun. With the caveat that the 
very mention of Lime — the horren- 
dous club-staurant that used to be next 
door to where Mandu is now — can 
be a trigger warning for some people, 
Mandu looks set to recapture Lime’s 
liveliness without the sight of people 
dashing to the gutter after bottomless 
mimosa power hour. (Until Mandu 
rolls out brunch service later this year, 
that is.) Just because you're having fun 
and getting wasted doesn’t mean you 
shouldn’t also eat well.

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check out Osso Good Bones (osso being 
the Italian word for bone), a Marin pur- 
veyor of conspicuously ethical and nutri- 
tious pastured animal extract. 

Jumping on the biggest craze of 2015, 
Osso Good's co-founders Jazz Hilmer 
and Meredith Cochran (who are fiancées, 
IRL) labor to create a sipping beverage 
that minimizes waste. The chicken broth 
includes wings, feet and beaks, while the 
beef lists shank as well as some addition- 
al chicken parts. (Both sell for $12.99, 
with a slightly more expensive pork ver- 
sion in the works.) But animal collagen 
alone doesn’t necessarily impart much 
flavor, and that’s where Osso Good really 
goes to town. Simmering onions, car- 
rots, celery, thyme, peppercorns and bay 
leaves into the pot makes this stuff taste 
more like a clarified country stew than a 
trendy urban remedy. While some other 
bone broths are perfectly fortifying, they 
typically benefit from a pinch of salt, yet 
Osso Good's is wonderful as is. 

Moreover, the packaging is a little 
different than the standard quart con- 
tainers you might buy in the supermar-

ket, which can be a bit flimsy against a 
liquid as dense as bone broth. For Osso 
Good, the broth comes in 20-oz. bags 
that could very well hold meds for an IV 
drip, if the typography weren't so hip. 
We're not sure what that retro-contem- 
porary font is called, but it could come 
straight from the U.S. Bureau of En- 
graving and Printing for use on the back 
of a redesigned $20 bill. And if you want 
some, you can order online or else head 
to Coyote Coffee in Mill Valley. 

Bone broth definitely has its detrac- 
tors. (There’s even a troll bot that swoops 
in to comment sarcastically every time 
the phrase is used on Twitter.) We're not 
going to comment authoritatively about 
the supposed benefits of drinking colla- 
gen-heavy bone broth. Osso Good claims 
a wealth of positives, from reduced 
arthritis to a healthy immune system to 
better digestion. However, from anec- 
dotal evidence, we are definitely drinking 
less caffeine on the days when we heat 
some up first. Reduced coffee consump- 
tion alone could be the salvation of 
millions, but the important thing is that 
this bone broth is very, very good.

A Book-Themed 
Bar by Way 
of Borges 


Some ideas are always bad, no 
matter how many new twists you apply 
or how much technology you throw at 
them. Eugenics. Theocracy. Trusting 
Google with personal data. Swiping 
right on a picture of a guy with a tiger. 

Regular readers will know I have 
put “book-themed bars” on that 
list. Either you're creating a café — 
which is a well-understood process 
requiring almost no originality at 
all — or you're doing it wrong. San 
Francisco, obsessed with innovation 
no matter how much it hurts, is filled 
with bar entrepreneurs who would 
rather be different than settle for be- 
ing merely good. 

The Library Bar in the Hotel Rex 
is the exception that proves the 
rule. Let us consider the Jorge 
Luis Borges Checklist of 
Book-Themed Bars, a 
series of measurements 
dating back to 1930s 
Argentina, and used 
by bar columnists 
everywhere: 

- The Library 
is dark, but every 
table has adequate 
lighting to actually 
read by. 

- The actual “bar” 
in the Library is 
small, so that most of 
the room is taken up by 
comfortable seating, which 
people can use to read. 

¢ It looks like a well-decorated 
parlor, the kind of place where people 
historically did read. 

- It has an actual library in it — al- 
beit just a “take one, leave one” series 
of bookshelves, but I was there witha 
librarian, and she said that counts. 

Put these elements together, plug 
them into the Borges Checklist, and 
you come out with an accursed knife 
which was once used to avenge the 
killing of a farmhand’s fiancée, even 
though her death was a suicide. Be- 
cause Borges was like that. 

All of this is another way of saying 
that the Library succeeds because it 
has elements that appeal to people 
who actually like to read, and largely 
resembles a café or sitting parlor. 

I was there on a Saturday night 
(with the aforementioned librarian) 
to catch the cabaret show, as the 
performance space adjoining the Li- 
brary’s bar is the home of one of San 
Francisco’s premier cabaret outfits. It’s 
especially fitting, as the Hotel Rex is 
close to the Theater District and has 
that quaint air of a bygone civilization 
— bonus points for many book lovers, 
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though not all. 

Standing at the bar, it was clear 
that the bartenders were adamant 
about taking their time with drink 
orders. Even with a small crowd 
pushing, they were making jokes and 
working to establish a rapport with 
the customers. 

“You 21?” the bartender asked me. 
(Funny, but not actually a good joke.) 

“Last time I checked,” I told him. 

A woman at the bar, waiting for her 
drink, joined in. “Card him anyway.” 

“Hey,” I told her, putting a finger to 
my lips. “Just because I’m obviously 
21 doesn’t mean my ID isn't fake.” 

The bartender, who did not card 
me, said he’d get to me next, but took 
so long with the person ahead of me 
that the barback eventually swooped 
in to move things along. 

Every drink I tried at the Library 
had the same signature flavor: strong 
but smooth, with a gentle secondary 
taste over that of the alcohol. It didn’t 
matter if I was having a West Side 

(Hangar One Buddha’s Hand, 
lemon, mint, soda), a Ginger 
Mint Margarita (tequila, 
Cointreau, lime, ginger, 
mint), or a Pistola 
(bourbon, Kahlua, 
orange bitters), 
because the basic 
drink dynamic was 
always the same. 
It’s a little puzzling, 
as I don’t know that 
I’ve ever been toa 
bar where so many 
a of the mixed drinks 
tasted so alike, even 
in spite of the differ- 
ent bases. On the other 
hand, it’s a very good taste; 
somebody back there is doing 
something very right. 

The food is decent and satisfying, 
and the best part of being there for a 
show is that you can order from your 
table. The Library is not a great venue, 
but it is a good venue for a bar, and 
perfect for those performances that 
reek of civilization: literary readings, 
cabaret, live jazz. 

All of which makes for a quite satis- 
fying experience, if one that goes light 
on the originality. The Library has cre- 
ated a café where you can get a drink, 
borrow a book, eat a meal, sit and read, 
engage easily in conversation, or — if 
you re there at the right time — catcha 
show. And all in a relaxing atmosphere. 

Bars like this make me wonder if 
progress is really worth it. This week, 
the answer is no. The industry we’re 
trying to disrupt was doing it better 
before we came along. If only we 
knew when to stop.

The Replacements, perhaps 
the most aptly named reunion band in 
music, are finally bringing their brand of 
reckless abandon to San Francisco, having 
skipped over the city on their first string of 
(mostly festival) shows. 

Any concerns that this is just the 
latest in a long line of bands to reunite 
without all the original members only 
to underperform will not be squashed 
by front man Paul Westerberg, who 
has a tendency to forget his own lyrics 
on stage — but the truth is he did 
that even in the band’s prime. Still, 
the crowds that haven't forgotten the 
importance of The Replacements are 
always there to help fill in the missing 
words — and seats. 

“If I could remember every song and 
how to play them, I would choose to do 
that,” Westerberg told Rolling Stone in 
2014. “When I forget, it’s fun to have 
the crowd continue the song with the 
proper lyrics.” 

The indie-rock anti-heroes’ April 
13 show at the Masonic Auditorium is 
already sold out — just like the majority 
of the dates on this string of more inti- 
mate shows The Replacements decided 
to book after headlining a few festivals. 

When it comes to their legacy, The 
Replacements’ extra-musical offerings 
are almost equally as important (or at 
least remembered) as their discography. 
The self-sabotaging group, often cited as 
the greatest rock ‘n’ roll band to never 
make it, was notorious for drunkenly 
breaking into half-assed Sham 69 covers 
that fell apart just as quickly as they 
materialized. Sometimes, the whole set 
would consist of disjointed fragments 
of a seemingly random selection of 
songs — like a human jukebox skipping 
through its entire cache of records. Al- 
though this was not always the case, it 
did happen, and is best captured on the 
legendary 1984 Replacements bootleg 
The Shit Hits the Fans. 

The Replacements’ influence, which 
can be felt throughout almost as many 
genres as they cover, can be found most 
notably in punk, where the group’s 
“fuck off” attitude, earlier albums (es- 
pecially 1981’s Sorry Ma, Forgot To Take 
Out The Trash) and live performances 
resonated with many aspiring punk mu- 
sicians. The bay’s own Billie Joe Arm- 





strong of Green Day credits the group 
with having saved him from playing in 
bad speed-metal bands. (Even SF Week- 
ly’s music blog, All Shook Down, was 
named for a Replacements album.) 

But not every musician inspired by 
The Replacements became a huge main- 
stream success story. Conor Crockford, a 
punk and indie singer who’s played with 
various acts and is currently struggling 
to start a band he “thinks” is called 
Lovelace, was inspired by The Replace- 
ments’ attitude. 

“They were a scrappy, underachieving 
band that showed failures like me could 
just go out and play,” said Crockford, 
who fronted the now-defunct Dead Set. 
“And you could write songs about the 
kind of bruised romanticism I’ve always 
had and still rock out.” 

During The Replacements’ later 
years as a band, they would often 
half-jokingly claim in interviews that 
they never intended to be associated 
with punk at all — they just couldn't 
play their instruments, so they turned 
up their amps as loud as they could. But 
The Replacements are acutely aware of 
their influence on the genre, and of the

genre’s influence on them in their early 
’80s material. 

The Replacements officially re- 
formed in 2013 after Westerberg and 
bassist Tommy Stinson (who had spent 
some time playing in Guns N’ Roses) 
decided to pick up where they had left 
off, and they have been busy ever since 
— headlining Riot Fest and Coachella 
(where they were joined onstage by 
Armstrong). Then, staying true to their 
roots of doing whatever the hell they 
want, The Replacements recorded a 
25-minute-long improvisational jazz 
piece and threw it up on their Sound- 
cloud. The band also released a new 
eight-disk box set featuring seven stu- 
dio albums and one EP that reveal the 
band’s competing tendencies at creating 
alt-rock gems and drunken punk. 

“It was inevitable at some point,” 
Stinson told the Arizona Republic of the 
reunion. “We've stayed in contact. He 
and I never had any major falling out. 
We just kind of walked away from it.” 

Stinson’s brother, Bob, the band’s orig- 
inal charismatic lead guitarist, was given 
the boot in 1986 and died in 1995 after 
years of struggling with substance abuse. 





His replacement, Slim Dunlap, more 
recently suffered a stroke that ended his 
guitar-playing career. But with help from 
some, well, replacements, The Replace- 
ments decided to bring their troublemak- 
ing ways back to smaller venues with their 
“Back By Unpopular Demand” tour. 

So, what can fans who attend the 
reunion show April 13 expect? 

Imagine if Oasis had the spirit of the 
Sex Pistols. The Replacements go back 
and forth between awing crowds with 
balladry that sounds like it belongs to 
stadium crowds, and ragged, distorted 
punk that would fit in comfortably at 
Gilman Street. And who knows: They 
may break up on stage like they did the 
first time they broke up, in Chicago, 
in 1991, when Tommy Stinson, after 
croaking out “Hootenanny,” sulked off- 
stage telling the crowd, “It’s the fuckin’ 
last time you'll ever hear it.” 

Fans can expect to witness the 
inherent recklessness that separates a 
Replacements reunion from, say, the 
Pixies’ perfect re-creation of Doolittle. In 
recent years the Replacements’ human 
jukeboxing ways have become more 
deliberate, but the depths to which the 
band is willing to reach into that cache 
of records is as deep as ever. 

Maybe the band will show up and 
perform its songs exactly how they’re 
played on record — but probably not. 
And somewhere in between, the antic- 
ipation and anxiety that comes with 
not knowing if something is going to 
fall apart at any moment is where true 
excitement can be found. 

Isn’t that the reason we go see re- 
union bands anyway? To see if they still 
“got it”? Going to see a band today that 
didn’t even always perform to the best 
of its abilities 25 years ago is the antith- 
esis of watching a lip-synced SuperBowl 
halftime show or music video. 

That’s why it’s so damn fun, and 
just the way The Replacements always 
wanted it to be — at least, according 
to the lyrics of their 1984 song “Seen 
Your Video”: 

“Seen your video!/ That phony 
rock’n'roll!/ We don’t wanna know!” 


Watch The Replacements play half- 
assed covers and brilliant originals at 
the Masonic on April 13 —ifyoucan 
score tickets to the sold-out show.

Mystery Man

Despite being active for a long 
time, Barcelona’s mysterious producer, 
John Talabot, has been releasing records 
for only about six years. Under which 
name, specifically, he won't say. That’s his 
way of encouraging people to focus on his 
music as Talabot. That’s a task which has 
proved no challenge at all: Talabot is the 
rare producer who has managed to effort- 
lessly capture the hearts of the electronic 
music underground while simultaneously 
reaching across the aisle, receiving critical 
acclaim from indie-rock and pop gatekeep- 
ers like Pitchfork. 

Listening to Talabot’s music, it’s easy 
to hear why. Underpinning his pro- 
ductions are thick, powerful, dynamic 
basslines, the kind that share genetics 
with New York deep house and Dixon’s 
Innervisions camp. On top Talabot lays 
down samples from funk, disco, and 
flamenco records — in itself not an 
innovative tactic, but in Talabot’s hands

One of San Francisco's longest-running and 
most storied gay bars, The Eagle, hosts a 
weekly Thursday night event for live bands 
of all kinds and persuasions — genre restric- 
tions be damned. This week they're playing 
host to Oakland's Abandoned Footwear, a 
duo affiliated with the long-running East 
Bay electronic music collective Katabatik, 
who craft analog acid techno and electro, 
all performed live. Their shifting live sets go 
from rippling, psychedelic textures to 
tightly programmed beats and back again. 
Joining them is L.A.’s Lauren Bousfield, who 
creates what might best be described as 
highly dissonant, experimental pop music. 
Using sounds, patterns, and palettes bor- 
rowed from chiptunes, breakcore, and other 
kinds of post-rave detritus, she creates 
short, catchy twisted-pop ditties, anchored 
by her cut-up vocals. On the DJ tip, Nihar 
Bhatt (of post-techno crew Surface Tension) 
and Tom Ass (who runs the industrial 
leather party Device) will be playing dark 
techno and wave beats all night. 


Face & Honey Soundsystem presents 
Daniele Baldelli at Mighty, 10 p.m.-4 a.m. 
Friday, April 10. $20; mighty119.com 

For the first time, one of disco’s most influ- 
ential legends comes to San Francisco. 
Face, the disco-centric party known for reg- 
ularly bringing DJ Harvey to San Francisco, 
teams up with Honey Soundsystem, the 
city’s most forward-thinking queer party, to

they become something outside of the 
norm. Rather than sampling hooks, Tal- 
abot goes for snippets of percussion and 
vocals, looping and overdriving them, 
which make his productions feel distinct 
from the usual crop of “nu-disco” pro- 
ducers, who tend to mimic the records 
they sample rather than use them to 
create something new. 

He’s joined by Pional, a fellow Span- 
iard who releases mainly on Talabot’s 
label, Hivern Discs. Like Talabot, Pion- 
al’s tunes have a deep house foundation, 


bring out Daniele Baldelli, the father of cos- 
mic disco. Although “cosmic disco” is so- 
called because of Cosmic Club, the 
legendary Italian club where Baldelli was 
resident DJ, it accurately describes the 
sound of his DJ sets, too - soaring, psyche- 
delic, and space-age, Baldelli commonly 
paired Afrobeat records with shimmering 
synthesizer records, perhaps with an added 
drum machine keeping time on top. He 
would often slow records down, playing 45s 
at 33, keeping the pace somewhere around 
100 bpm, adding to the surreal, tripped-out 
sound of his DJ sets. Supporting Baldelli are 
Eug, Face resident DJ, who has an enor- 
mous collection of both modern and vin- 
tage disco, and the Honey Soundsystem 
resident disco queens (Josh Cheon, Jackie 
House, Jason Kendig, and Robot Hustle).
